For the past four years Woodside has been led by principal 
Dr. Ashby Kilgore. “Woodside was labeled diffrent, and I think 
that was the best possible thing,” said Dr. Kilgore. According to 
Dr. Kilgore, Woodside’s immediate success was attributed to 
the highest attendance rate, the highest number of students 
taking the SAT’s, the highest Strandards of Learning scores in 
the city and the lowest droupout rate in Newport News Public 
High Schools. 

When asked about the faculty and how they related to 
students, Dr. Kilgore replied, “What makes Woodside’s faculty 
different is the fact that many of our teachers have vast previous 
work experience, such as a teacher who had once managed a 
hotel in Colorado.
